quantity ef loo.e powder and ball, were taken. 

We have not been able to procure any authentic account 
of the attack made bythe French wpon the ifland of An- 
guilla. It is however certam, that ifthe enemy ever were 
mafters of the ifland, they bave been obliged to abandon 
their conqaeft with very great lofs; and that the imbabitants 
of Anguilla defended themfelves with the utmoft zeal and 
gallantry. A {chooner from St. Barthelownews to Martini- 
co, was yefterday fpeke with by a veffel belonging to this 
ifland ; the mafler of the fchooner reported, that the re- 
mains of the French who landed at Anguilla had returned 
to St. Martin’s where 6e0 of them had died of their
